! FREDERICK CROMPTON DEAD 

WAS CORSET MANUFACTURER • 

Formerly President of Crompton 
Corset Co., Which He Organized , 
and Managed For Half a Century j 

Frederick Crompton, prominent ' 
Toronto business man, and formerly * 
president of the Crompton Corset { 
Co., which he organized and man- ( 
aged for half a century ^passed away i 
yesterday morning in his apartments j 
at the Prince George Hotel, In his 
eightieth year. 

The late Mr. Crompton was born 
at Bradford, England, in 184S, the 
son of the Rey, Thomas Cr ompto n^ 
a Primitive Afethodist minisferTand 
as a boy of five accompanied his 
father to Canada on a sailing ship. 
The Rev. Thomas Crompton had 
chargee at Kingston, Malton, Mark¬ 
ham and other places~Ih Ontario, 
where Frederick Crompton’s boy¬ 
hood was spent. At 23 he started in 
business for himself at Chatham. 
Ont., and in 1876 moved to Toronto 
rand established the Crompton Corset 
: Co., in its first factory, at 78 York 
street. 

BUSINESS EXTENDED. 

J Mr. Crompton continued as presi¬ 
dent and manager of the company 
for fifty years, during which it 
grew to be one of the largest in Can¬ 
ada, employing some three hundred 
people, and extending from coast to 
coast. In 1916 the company outgrew 
^ts former quarters, and Mr- Cromp¬ 
ton built a new factory at 607 College 
street. /He continued in active man¬ 
agement until he attained his seven¬ 
ty-ninth year, when twelve months 
ago he sold his interests in the com¬ 
pany. His half-century of success¬ 
ful management was characterized 
by the very happy relations which 
always existed between himself and 
his employes, some of whom stayed 
with him for thirty and forty years.. 

DIED IN 8LEEP. 

'Yesterday morning while his wife 
and son w'ere absent on a visit to 
, Muskoka, Mr. Crompton laid dow’n 
to rest on his bed in his apartment 
in the Prince George Hotel, and 
there ho passed peacefully aw^ay in 
his sleep. 

The late Mr. Crompton is survived 
by his widow', formerly Miss Ida H. 
Hubbard, of Toronto; his daughter. 
Miss Ida Louisa Cromp'.cp, and nts 
fron. F. C. B. Crompton, both ot To-
